In spite of rumours and the 
feigned enthusiasm of the ‘‘in- 
tellectuals" for Sovietism, China 
and Russia appear no nearer, 
rapprochement at the end, than 
‘they were at the beginning of 
the year.

‘At Least Three Lives Lost in Big

It look’ a full hour to 
reach the start, which was just 
beyond the vilinge of Taxing, 
and including slight delay at the 
toll gato whore for somo reason, 
money was exacted from some 
of the cars, but not from others. 
It will be interesting to note the 
development in China of this 
new system of paying tolls to 
use roads. 

Promptly at 3 p.m. the riders 
assembled were auddressed by.

Thosc wh» had not 
wou office or influence or affluence 
during the first revolution want- 
ed w start another. A mediocre 
stock of republican cant, which 
every rogue in the country was 
quick to acquire, was made to 
cover every manner of political 
offence. The ori sponsors 
for tho revolutionary movement 
went wild with power and glee- 
fully “tossed wrenches into the 
‘administrative machinery to show 
how wompletely they had it under 
their control. Yuan Shih-k 
administration was feeling about 
to seo whore it stood in relation 
to public fecling in China and 
in relation to the foreigner. By 
the time Yuan Shih-kai had con- 
fidence enpugh to give China tho 
sort. of Government that was 
wanted, m great percentage of the 
official lasses, new and old, had 
made up their minds that’ they 
did not want real government. 
Pseudp-republicanism already 
meant quick promotion for the 
half-baked agitator. It meant 
uipheard of licence in the ex- 
ploitation mf the people and ex- 
ceptional freedom from check. 
Disorder meant opportunity— 
pwwmotion by leaps and bounds 
for thoso in office and openings 
for the ambitious who had not 
yet got into office. 

‘An appreciation of these facts 
reached the modern army and. ita 
disintegration commenced. Pro- 
vineial military chiefs who would 
have been happy beyond words to 

-wriggle into the Imperial Pre- 
senco on their stomachs took 
pleasure in finding that the head

‘Any movement to change the form 

f government would undoubted 
ly Oring into the feld more loyal 
defenders of tho Republi than 
ever before. All of this the would- 
be restorer of the Empire must 
bear in mind when he lays his 
plans for a restoration. ‘The man 
who wanted to make an Empewr, 
cither of himself or of some other 
porwn, would meet less. sincere 
opposition than the ‘man ‘who 
wanted to make himself & tem. 
porary dictator, but he ‘would 
Tarnish his constifutional and re- 
publican enemies with a” much 
more effective war cry. In any 
vent, ‘whether ‘one wants to. be 
Empewr or dictator, it is obvi. 
ous that before he car ir 
on his high throne he must Srat 
battle with and subdue the 
thousands of people’ who. have 
learned how to profit from dis- 
order, the breakdown of respert 
for authority and the collapse of 
both’ diseipline and Toyalty. 

Uren peMonauizeD. 

China is s0 thoroughly de- 
moralized now that there is no 
such thing within the official 
caste as loyalty to an idea and 
no such thing as loyalty to a leader 
unless that leader can promise 
his subordinates distinct advant- 
ages to themselves in remaining 
loyal. “It is this state of China's 
oflicial morals which makes the 
restoration of order through force 
of arms seem so hopeless, whether 
for Republic, a dictator, @ re- 
stored Manchu Emperor of a new 
dynasty. China is geographically 
very big- Communications are 
poor and it ig slow and tedious 
usiness sending armies into the 
remoter provinces. Under these 
conditions an Imperial aspirant 
would have to delegate a. great 
deal of power to lieutenants and 
put much confidence in them. 
With all traditions of fidelity 
broken down, it would be very 
hard now for'n conqueror to pick 
men whom he could trust far 
from home. 

Very few men competent to 
lead an army, would, after 12 
years of | republican’ schooling, 
take orders from a chief or an 
Emperor which were not to their 
personal advantage. If the chiot 

isted that they were not to 
loot, that they were not to exploit 
the people, that they were to 
handle publio funds bonestly and 
remit revenues to” the capital, 
that were not to purchase arms 
or ammunition for their own ac- 
count, that they were to use their 
troops to suppress banditry and 
that they were not to recruit 
troops without authority; and if 





























tho chief were to attempt to 
punish or remove them for 
breaches of these regiilations, all 
such lieutenants as are now avail- 
able would simply declare them- 
selves independent and raise the 
banner of constitutionalism or 
Provincial autonomy or something 
of the sort. There is no com- 
mander existing"in, China to-day 
who can give orders to a sub- 
ordinate five hundred miles away 
and hope to have thote orders 
executed unless they happen to 
St in with the subordinate’s plans 
for his own aggrandizement. 

‘THE DESIRE FOR RESTORATION. 

‘Thero can‘be no possible doubt 
that among the masses of the 
People, among all classes but the 
official’ classes, the yearning for 
a restoration is almost as intense 
as the general yearning for peace 
and order. ‘The Republic has 
boon a nightmare to them. So 
far as the people are concerned, 
republicanism has been weighed 
in the balance and found wanting. 
Ail adult Chinese have expert 
enced two forms of administra. 
tion—imperial and republican— 
and while neither is in their 
‘memories immaculate, the latter 
has been so infinitely’ worse than 
the former that they can con- 
ceive of no happier event than 
© reversion to the old régim 

This reactionary spirit is not 
confined to the ‘merchants and 
farmers alone. Tt is begioning to 
pervade all officialdom as well, 
‘The official classes are beginuii 
tobe nervous about Chin 
ultimate fate. ‘They will sacrifice 
nothing to improve conditions for 
the benefit of a rival, ut the 
complete collapse of China would 
bring them down with their coun- 
try und they would all find them- 
selves mired in the same bog 
with the chance that the tough- 
est und hardiest would climb out 
over them. Rather than lose all 
they would be ready to concede 
something. A. serious threat of 
foreign aggression might bring 
about a monarchy movement’ in 
the same way that it might bring 
about an armed truce among the 
militarists and a peace confer- 
ence. A determined popular 
movement, or a determined ex- 
pression of the public will might 
precipitate it, But it is not like- 
ly that any of the big military 
commanders, with tho possible 
exception of Chang Tso-lin, will 
in the near future attempt either 
to restore the Manchus or to set 
up a new line on his own initin- 
tive, because they all have too 
keen an appreciation of the diff- 
culties in the way h the 
writer has outlined. 

nor wy wHoa? 

The restoration of a monarchy, 
like the establishment of a 
dictatorship, seems remote at this 
‘moment because, barring the 
stimulus of foreign aggression or 
1 great popular rising (both vory 

fant prospects), the re-ctal. 
ishment of an Empire dopends 
upon the re-conquest of the 
greater part of China. There is 
no man cominanding troops now 
who has the military capacity for 
conquering tho greater part of 
China, nor the closely knit or- 
ganization with which he could 
do 'u Pei-fu is undoubtedly 
China's ablest fighter but he has 
seattered and weakened his or- 
ganization and has dissipated hi 
resources by sending out exped 
tions of riff-raff under the co 
mand of notorious failures. His 
ablest_generais have left his 1m- 
modiate command to be Talis, 
Tuchuns, Civil Governors and 
Super-Tuchuns and he has lost 
his reputation as a disciplinarian 
by allowing hordes of bandits to 
cut their wildest capers,on his 
very doorstep. 

‘The reconguest of China by 
small compact force of well di 
ciplined and well trained men is 
not impossible : but it is not pos- 
sible to any of the leaders or any 
of the organizations now operat- 
ing in China. Under these condi: 
tions it is not worth while di 
cussing the relative morits of a 
Manchu restoration and the erec- 
tion of a new dynasty. One need 
neither hope nor fear that. cither 

imminent or even possible in 
the immediate future. As means 
of restoring peace and ordor they 
































































are remote means, if they are 
roally means at all.- And what 


we are vitally’ interested in is rot 
a far away cure of China's ills 
But some immediate solution, if 
thete is one.

rvico useful to the gen- 
eral public no less than to the 
student in compiling this admir- 
able selection from the best au- 
thorities on the modern history 
of China. ‘The volume covers a 
very wide range of reading, and 
for those whose interest is’ suffi- 
ciently stimilated there is given 
at the close of each section a, 
list, of books relative to each 
petiod.
